Washington, Sept. 5.—Insurgent Re- 
publicans are not recognised in the 
Republican text hook Just issued bv 
the Republican congressional commit­ 
tee. 
There are copious extracts from 
the speeches of President Taft, Vice 
President 
Sherman, 
Representatives 
McKinley, of Illinois; Boutelle, Ford- 
ney, Hill. Tawney and I^oudenslager. 
But there is a natoble absence of any 
speeches such as those made by Dol- 
liver, Cummins. LaFollette and Bris­ 
tow. 
The campaign hook opens with 
the full text of President T aft’s letter 
to Chairman McKinley, of the congres­ 
sional committee. 
There is a strong 
defense of 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
bill. 
The editor of the texT book says 
on this point: 
‘ The Republican leaders will insist 
that a law which has changed a deficit 
of $58,000,000 into a surplus of $15,- 
000.000; that has changed stagnation 
of business to unprecedented activity; 
that bas given full employment to our 
wage earners at the highest wages 
ever known, is a law to be unequivo­ 
cally defended and a law that should 
remain unchanged until it Is shown 
without doubt that a further revision 
would be of benefit to our labor aud 
Industries.“ 
It is explained by some of the man­ 
agers of the congressional committee 
that the issue of the text book was 
delaved while waiting for President 
Taft s keynote. Probably this accounts 
for tile apparent divergence in tariff 
views Atw een President Taft who. in 
his letter, a d v o c ate s an early revision 
of the tariff by piecemeal, and the an­ 
nouncement of the campaign commit­ 
tee that they will insist that the tariff 
law have a fair test before any fur­ 
ther revision is attempted. 
The editor of the text book calls at­ 
tention to the fact that 1905 m arks th* 
fiftieth anniversary of the convention 
which 
nominated 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
and that during most of that time tile 
Republican parti has been in power. 
“Of *he twenty (De congresses of the 
last half century the Republican party 
lias had a majority of the bouse of 
representatives in all except eight, 
and during the fifty years legislative 
and administrative life of the Repub­ 
lican party in only two years has the 
Democratic party had complete con­ 
trol of the government.” 
Then follows a recital of statistics 
to show the growth of the country 
during the fifty years, and the com­ 
mittee takes credit to the Republicans 
for nearly everything 
that has hap­ 
pened, mentioning incidentally 
that 
“during this half century of Republi­ 
canism our population bas increased 
threefold " 
The committee expresses some con 
cern for the “ first voter," of whom 
there are estimated to be at least a 
million this tear. A very formidable 
record of constructive legislation bv 
the Republic ans during the Sixty first 
congress is made. 
Much of the cam ­ 
paign book is given up to setting out 
the important 
legislation 
that 
was 
passed. 
Oue chapter of the text book is de 
voted to "our colored persons.’* Much 
space Is given up to a demonstration 
of what the 
Republican 
party has 
done for the advancement of the ne 
groes.

there is an imposing showing of the 
number of 
places held by negroes 
“ More than 14.6UO in the government

York State Legislature end Is of lo ­ 
ts rest to Patrons Everywhere as Be­

Section I. 
Section seven of chapter 
525 of the laws of 1874. entitled "An 
act to provide for the lncon>oration of 
the New York state grange of the Pa­ 
trons of Husbandry and councils and 
granges subordinate thereto.” is here­ 
by amended to read as follows: 
Sec. 7. 
Any number of persons, not 
I chs than thirteen, who are members 
of the Order of the Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry or ara eligible to membership 
under the provision* of the constltu 
tkuis, bylaw*, rule* and usages of the 
said Order of Patrons of Husbandry 
may organize a subordinate grauge in 
accordance with sold constitutions, by 
laws, rules aud usages aud on receiv­ 
ing a charter duly issued by the na­ 
tional grange of the Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry and duly countersigned by the 
master aud secretary of the New York 
state grange of the Patrons of Hus 
bandry may file articles of incorpora­ 
tion with the town clerk of the town 
where such grange is located, which 
articles of incorporation shall set forth 
the name aud the number of the 
grange, the uumes of it* officer* aud 
executive committee and shall signify 
s desire to obtain the benefit* of this 
act, and such articles of Incorporation 
shall be duly signed and acknowl­ 
edged by the members thereof or a 
majority of them.

The points that a cow should possess 
lf adapted to economical milk produc­ 
tion are quite the opposite from what 
la seen In the beef anim al says Pro­ 
fessor W. B. Richards. 
The dairy cow possesses a long face, 
thin, slender neck and a sharp project­ 
ing shoulder. She is not very wide In 
the cbesL but her capacity of chest is 
due to her depth, which la greater in 
proportion to her site than you will 
find in the beef anim al She possesses 
a large barrel, w’hleh Indicates a good 
capacity for digesting her food. 
Her 
depth here should exceed her depth In 
say other portion of the body. A dairy 
cow should have a good wj^’h st the 
hips. 
Her thighs should I • lean and 
frA*e from niuseltug. 
She should be 
open between her thighs. 
Much attention should he given the 
udder of the dairy cow. A largA* udder 
does not Indicate that it Is a good oue. 
Udders are often very fleshy. 
A good 
udder should he elastic and pliable and 
show many folds wbeu milked out. 
The teuts should 
he placed equal 
distances sfAart. which Is generally
